PpAXATION by remote control has finished Jts 
annual triumph. Enough paper to cover the 
earth has been shuffled and filed with the federal 
government. 
This completes the greatest trans­ 
action in the world—the extraction from Ameri­ 
can taxpayers of that part of their income which 
is claimed by their federal government; L e, the 
lion’s share. 
The hustle-bustle just preceding the March 15 
deadline is really an anti-climax. 
Most of the 
tax money already had been collected, under the 
asumption that when taxes get so high they com­ 
pete with food and shelter the ordinary citizen 
must not be tempted to put food and shelter first. 
But even that leaves much to chance, and there­ 
fore the taxpayer must follow up his money with 
attestations of his own honesty. This dubious mat­ 
ter will be checked into during the months to 
come by armies of clerks and batteries of machin­ 
ery designed to ferret out every deviation from 
the normal tax-behavi^ur pattern. 
Years from 
now a slip of the pen, the memory, or the con­ 
science may result in a visit from a badge-wear­ 
ing delegate of federal taxation authority. All of 
which* has been widely advertised and duly noted 
even by racketeers and hoodlums. 
It is, all things considered, one of the truly 
great marvels of modern times — this intricate 
system which provides the wherewithal to. pull 
battleships off sand bars, save segments of for­ 
eign civilizations, pay the high overhead of offic­ 
ial yachts and also to “provivde for the com­ 
mon defense and general welfare of the United 
States,” And not thè least marvelous thing about 
it is the fact the billions it collects are paid with 
scarcely a murmur—which is the great advantage 
of remote control. 
But let an apologetic» local 
publication try to put the bite on a taxpayer for 
the general welfare of the citizens of his own 
community and the ensuing squawk can be heard 
halfway around the world.

TF A* LOT OF Americans will go at their spring 
housecleaning this year with more than usual 
vigor, they may find themselves reaping surpris­ 
ing dividends.

The Last Word 
TYOROTHY KENYON, 62 years old and a spin-

ster who has been living by her legal wits 
ever since she was admitted to the bar of New 
York state in 1917, has proved something that 
many Americans had despaired of proving.

which had given her political reputation a black 
eye, she has had the last word. Her black eye, in 
the judgment of those who witnessed the per­ 
formance, was transferred to the investigating 
committee.

pE N . GEORGE C. MARSHALL has made a pub- 
^ lie announcement of an unusual nature. In­ 
stead of writing his memoirs, he will keep the cap 
on his fountain pen. 
His memoirs, he explains, would be worthless 
unless they told everything he knew. But if they 
told everything he knew, they’d hurt people who 
are still alive. Gen. Marshall says he has had all 
that sort of thing—hurting people—that he can 
stand in one lifetime. So there will be no memoirs. 
This is an almost unheard-of attitude for an 
American to assume. 
Memoirs are as good as money in the bank. 
They’ve been written even by people who didn’t 
have anything in particular to remember, except 
odds and ends of unrelated information. 
And 
they've been written by almost everybody who 
moved in even the most remote quarters of the 
orbit of public glamor created by the publicity­ 
conscious members of the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion. The publishing business never had so many 
opportunities to turn a quick profit through curi­ 
osity about the goings and comings of the great, 
near-great and not-so-near great. It was as good 
as a Marshall Plan.

It is a nervous condition be­ 
cause it comes from damage to a 
certain portion of the brain not 
connected» with the thinking proc­ 
esses.

form is th # which develops in 
older people — men more than 
women—as a result of some ob­ 
scure process which may be con­ 
nected with hardening of the ar­ 
teries or something else which is 
not known. 
Sometimes severe anxiety 
or 
mental or physical ¿hock seems to 
bring on the symptoms. The dis­ 
ease begins gradually, usually in 
one hand and at first the shak- 
mal except perhaps after the 
time. Together with the tremors 
there is some loss of muscular 
strength and stiffness. 
Muscular movements tend to be 
performed more slowly and with 
greater difficulty. There are some 
other symptoms, especially a ten­ 
dency to lack of expressiveness 
in the face, which are often pres­ 
ent.

THERE WAS A TIME when 
the railroads owned coal mines 
but nearly half a century ago 
Congress passed a law prohibit­ 
ing that form of ownership by 
the carriers. Though legislation 
might be proposed to 
prevent 
companies engaged in any other 
business from owning coal mines, 
it is problematical whether this 
would help the competitive situ­ 
ation very much. 
For the larger coal producers, 
even with no other connections, 
can mine coal more cheaply than 
their smaller competitors and 
compete readily against southern 
producers, for example, who have 
a long haul from their mines to 
the industrial areas that must use 
c oa l in their 
manufacturing 
plants. 
It comes back to the funda­ 
mental fact that in America 
there are high-cost and low-cost 
producers 
and 
they 
logically 
should compete against one an­ 
other. But actually John 
L. 
Lewis, and not the 
anti-trust 
laws, controls that factor in the 
coal industry. 
The head of the miners’ union 
now regulates production, cre­ 
ates scarcities, sends the cost of 
coal upward and makes his deal 
with the large producers while 
ignoring the plight of the mar­ 
ginal units altogether. Here is a 
labor price-fixing monopoly of 
the most palpable sort, and it 
means that when big unions and 
big business team up together 
the end result could be a cartel 
run by private groups. 
Certainly the public 
interest 
would require that a thorough 
inquiry into what happened be­ 
hind the scenes be made—and 
that the mediators and fact-find­ 
ing board members be required 
to disclose what were the eco­ 
nomic pressures that sent the 
coal bill of the nation up by $8 4,- 
000,000 and introduced higher 
costs also in the sale price of 
products manufactured in plants 
using coal.

Our Biggest Problem

THIS PERIOD in world history 
may well be recorded as the 
era of the Great Hullabaloo for 
economic security. 
Future historians will never be 
able to relate, however, that the 
politicians of this or any other 
day discovered a magic formula 
for making everybody healthy 
wealthy and free “at the sound of 
the gong.” The bedrock realities 
of life block fulfillment of any 
such politician’s pipe dream or 
promise. 
Economic security simply can’t 
be spooned out of a bottle like 
patent medicine. 
And it isn’t 
a gift to be bestowed without 
strings attached. 
It’s something 
to work for, something that can 
be had only when and as it is 
produced. 
Behind the economic security 
of every man, every family, every 
group, must be somebody’s pro 
ductive effort, somebody’s thrift, 
somebody’s 
conserved 
wealth. 
The government can only give to 
one man what it takes from him, 
or another, or both; for the Am 
erican kind of government does­ 
n’t produce wealth. 
There are two notable nations 
today in which the government 
is providing for the economic 
security of all the people. These 
are, of course, Britain and Rus 
sia. Any American worker, mid­ 
dle man, executive, school teach­ 
er or lawyer might go to either 
country and obtain politically- 
guaranteed economic security 
full employment, old age pens­ 
ions, free medical care, etc. But 
who wants to go; who in Amer 
ica, indeed, wants that kind of 
security at the price demanded? 
And yet we must do more than 
merely reject the dangerous pal­ 
liative of the political planners. 
We must set about calmly and 
unhurried to find a road along 
which we can travel safely to­ 
ward the goal of economic secur­ 
ity which is a basic motivation of 
all mankind. 
But how? 
What 
road? From Jamestown to York-' 
town, America’s historic freedom 
road was two centuries long and 
costly. Because of that freedom 
we have come a long way on the 
security road. 
In the area of big industry, 
where the present headlong drive 
for pensions and other security 
benefits is concentrated, there as­ 
suredly should be pension and 
life and medical insurance pro­ 
grams soundly calculated. 
Em­ 
ployes should contribute from 
salaries and wages to programs 
in which they participate. 
No 
person has the right to demand a 


unless he is willing, while able, 
to contribute to the cost. 
When a company is obliged 
through pressure of one kind or 
another to pay all the cost with­ 
out any corresponding increase in 
productivity or decrease in pro­ 
duction cost, then the public has 
to stand the bill. 
My neighbor 
has just bought a good $2.95 axe 
at the hardware store. When the 
recent steel price hike, brought 
on by the pensions granted last 
December, is extended to the re­ 
tail price, the same axe will sell 
for at least $3.25, the store own­ 
er told him. Files and many other 
steel implements already have 
gone up, the hardware man said. 
So those who buy axes will be 
contributing about 20c each (best 
estimate) of their money to the 
steel 
workers’ 
pension 
fund. 
When we consider the price boosts 
on other all steel implements, the 
coal miners’ pensions and others 
whiclT are also directly reflected 
in higher retail prices, we can see 
an accumulating problem. Those 
in the working consumer group 
not pensioned will seek relief or 
recourse. 
But where will they 
go? Right now some are turning 
to the political security medicine 
men—and that is dangerous, as 
can be witnessed in Russia and 
England. 
There are also the problems in 
the area of small business where 
employee groups will naturally 
try to follow the example of their 
counterparts in big industry. The 
problems here have a hundred 
angles. If we are wise, our cit­ 
izenry will not let the political 
hullabaloo rush us and trap us. 
It took nearly 200 years for Am­ 
ericans to establish freedom. We 
can well afford to spend consid­ 
erable time on this second great 
goal—security. 
Rushing into it 
too fast, without calculating the 
costs, might wreck our economy 
and bring insecurity to all.

Women's Rights Convention 
Was Held Here 100 Years Ago 


VXTOMEN v oters owe a v ote of 
* * than ks to Betsy M. Cowles, 
who sparkplu g g ed a mov emen t 
for their rig ht of fran chise here 
y ears ag o. 
This is the 100th an n iv ersary 
y ear of a Women ’s Rig hts Con ­ 
v en tion , which was presided ov er 
by Miss Cowles. It marked the 
beg in n in g of an org an ized mov e­ 
men t in Ohio for equ al leg al an d 
political rig hts for women . 
In April of 1850, the y ear Ohio 
was to con sider a n ew state con ­ 
stitu tion , female an ti-slav ery re­ 
formers from the immediate v i­ 
cin ity of Salem con v en ed to me­ 
morialize the con stitu tion al body 
for equ al women ’s rig hts. 
The Ohio women ’s con feren ce 
was the ou tg rowth of a similar 
con v en tion held two y ears earlier 
in Sen eca Falls, N. Y., the first 
n ation al g atherin g of Women ’s 
Rig hts ag itators in the n ation , -an d 
the on ly on e ’til the Salem con ­ 
v en tion in City Hall. 


BETSY COWLES, ou tstan din g 
fig u re at the con feren ce, was a 
kin derg arten teadher, at the time 


kn own as in fan t school, an d is 
credited with pion eerin g the ed­ 
u cation of children in ' the old 
Western Reserv e territory . 
She was an arden t an ti-slav ery 
cru sader, whd with her sister, 
Corn elia, achiev ed qu ite a repu ­ 
tation for a sin g in g campaig n in 
behalf of abolition . 
Betsy ’s backg rou n d, cen terin g 
arou n d the liberty of con scien ce 
of her Qu aker beliefs an d her 
g radu ation from Oberlin Colleg e, 
then a rally in g poin t for propon ­ 
en ts of women ’s rig hts, g av e her 
the n atu ral in clin ation to cru sade 
for su ch cau ses as woman su f­ 
frag e an d equ al leg al rig hts with 
man . 
The con v en tion , u n der her di­ 
rection , passed a resolu tion set­ 
tin g forth deman ds of the re­ 
formers on a v ariety of su bjects. 
The letter to the con stitu tion al 
con feren ce won little su pport, 
howev er, an d a resolu tion to 
elimin ate the word “male” from 
the con stitu tion with reg ard to 
su ffrag e was v oted down 72-7. 


OTHER OHIO con v en tion s for 


Women ’s Rig hts were held by fe­ 
male reformers within the n ex t 
few y ears—at Akron in 1851, at 
Massillon in 1852, an d at Rav en ­ 
n a in 1853. Bu t these were mere­ 
ly an ti-climax es to 
the 1850 
con v en tion here in Salem. 
With the adv en t of the Civ il 
War an d its in crease in an ti­ 
slav ery ag itation , the qu estion 
of 
equ al rig hts for 
women faded 
more an d more in to the back­ 
g rou n d. Cru sadin g activ ities de­ 
clin ed u n til after passag e of the 
15th Amen dmen t an d g ran t 
of 
fran chise 
to 
the 
n ewly -freed 
slav es. 
Betsy M. Cowles* activ ities de­ 
creased throu g h these y ears an d 
she died at her family home in 
Au stin bu rg , Ashtabu la Cou n ty , in 
1876 . Her pion eerin g activ ities in 
the su ffrag e mov emen t were tak­ 
en u p by y ou n g er women , an d the 
70 y ear stru g g le for women ’s 
rig hts fin ally 
reached fru ition 
with the g ran tin g of fran chise in 
19 19 .

The Cookbook

T OOKING for something to take 
the place of corned beef and 
cabbage on Friday , St. Patrick’s 
Day ? Try this—and garnish with 
large vivid green shamrocks cut 
from green peppers. 
^ 
Broiled Canned Tuna 
(Serves 4) 
Drain oil from two cans of tuna- 
Place tuna as it comes from can 
on broiling pan. Sq ueeze juice of 
half lemon over tuna rounds. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Broil about 2 inches from source 
of heat 
until tuna 
is heated 
through, about 10 minutes. Mean­ 
while, cut shamrock shape from 


green peppers. 
Use to garnish 
broiled tuna. 
Seven Minute Cabbage 
Shred one pound cabbage. Put 
3 tablespoons water in large fry ­ 
ing pan. Add one-half teaspoon 
salt. Bring water to boil. Add 
cabbage. Cover and and let sim­ 
mer over low heat 7 minutes. 
Butter and season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Serve immedi­ 
ately . Serves four. 
Fish can be wonderful eating, 
but too many cooks ruin it by 
cooking it too long and in too hot 
an oven. Fish, like meat, is best 
if cooked at a low temperature. 


When sufficiently cooked, fish 
loses its transparency and flakes 
easily when the fibers are sepa­ 
rated with a fork, but it is still 
moist and firm. It’s a good rule 
to “cook as briefly as possible 
and serv e promptly .” 
A whole fish, stuffed and baked, 
is one of the most attractiv e way s 
to, serve fish. If y ou want to bake 
fish satisfactorily , don’t bake in 
too hot an oven, and don’t bake 
it too long.' 
To reduce these hazards use a 
moderate baking temperature of 
37 5 degrees F. to 400 degrees F. 
Cook only until the fish flakes 
readily and and loses its transpar. 
ency . Brush well with fat or top 
with a sauce, before cooking. 
For broiling use split small 
whole fish weighing up to two 
pounds. Or use fish steaks, fillets 
or seafood such as shrimps, lob­ 
ster or soft-shell crabs. 
Brush the fish before broiling 
with a little browning glaze or 
fat, then season lightly . Arrange 
fish to b? broiled on the rack in 
the broiling pan, or on a heat­ 
proof serving platter, and broil 
about 4 inches from moderate 
heat in pre-heated broiling com 
partment. 
It is unnecessary to turn fish 
fillets and split whole fish. Re­

San Francisco's Oyster Loaf 
S 
AN FRANCISCO is famous for 
many things. Many of them 
are 
more 
i m p o r t a nt 
than 
Oyster Loaf, but it’s doubtful 
that any of them tastd better. 
Californians who are proud of 
their technique in preparing this 
dish will urge you not to skimp 
on the butter. Following their ad­ 
vice, here’s the way to bake an 
Oyster Loaf. 
Fixing the Loaf 
% lb. butter or margarine 
1 loaf unsliced enriched white 
bread (about 1 lb., 1 oz.) 
About half an hour ahead of 
time, take out butter to soften.

Macaroni Meals for Lent 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 


Macaroni and cheese once' a week is a good idea during Lent be 
cause it’s just about the most popular of all the macaroni dishes, 
easy to make, inexpensive and nutritious. 
And here’s a new idea for spaghetti. 
Make a savory tomato 
eggplant sauce as we suggest in the following recipe. 
Ma ca roni a nd Cheese 
| 
Ingre die nts: 1 tablespoon salt, 4 quarts boiling water, 16 ounces 
elbow macaroni, 4 tablespoons butter or margarine, 4 tablespoons 
flour, 2 cups milk, Va teaspoon dry mustard, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea­ 
spoon pepper, Va teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, Vz pound American 
cheese (grated). 
Me thod: Add 1 tablespoon salt to rapidly boiling water. Gradually 
add macaroni so that water continues to boil. 
Cook, uncovered, 
stirring occasionally, until tender. Drain in colander. Melt butter 
or margarine in a saucepan over low heat; blend in flour. Add milk 
and cook, stirring constantly, until mixture thickens. Stir in mus­ 
tard, 1 teaspoon salt, pepper and Worcestershire sauce. 
Grease 
a 2-quart casserole; add alternate layers of macaroni and cheese, 
ending with the cheese. Pour white sauce over macaroni and cheese 
in casserole. Bake in a moderate (350 F.) oven 35-40 minutes, or 
until top is lightly browned. Makes 6 servings. 


Spaghetti and Meat Sauce. 


Spa ghe tti for Suppe r 
J T ’S THE SAUCE that makes 
the dish,” say spaghetti lov­ 
ers. A quick sauce is the answer 
when time is limited. But for 
real Italian goodness, cook the 
sauce from scratch—with loving 
care. The results are worth the 
time and effort. 
A good meat sauce demands 
long, slow cooking. Start it well 
ahead of time or do it the day 
before. A large kettle allows am­ 
ple room for boiling the spa­ 
ghetti. Since spaghetti takes only 
a few minutes to cook, 
this 
should be done just before serv­ 
ing. 
Here is a basic meat sauce re­ 
cipe which can have many vari­ 
ations. Add individual touches of 
seasoning to turn out a sauce that 
family or guests will rave about.

Heat bacon fat in skillet. Add 
ground meat and brown lightly. 
Meantime, heat olive oil in en­ 
ameled saucepan or sauce pot. 
Add onions and garlic and sim­ 
mer five minutes. Add browned 
meat and remaining ingredients. 
(If desired add additional sea­ 
soning, such as a dash of thyme, 
oregaao or marjorem.)

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The Modem Farm 


Testing Of Cattle In County 
Completed In Most Townships 


Dr. R. C. Brager of the division 
of Animal Industry , who is in 
charge of the area Brucellosis 
testing * of cattle in Columbiana 
County , reports that the testing 
is pearly complete in most town­ 
ships. 
West, Hanover, Fairfield, Unity 
and Middleton each have approx ­ 
imately 25 to 35 herds that still 
are untested and these will be 
tested soon. Very few herds in 
other townships remain to be 
tested. The test is conducted with 
no ex pense to the owner. 
The area Brucellosis test for 
Columbiana County began Feb. 
1, 1948. In November of 1949, 
90 per cent of the dairy and 
breeding cattle had been tested, 
therefore, according to Ohio law 
it became necessary for the own 
ers of the remaining 10 percent 
to have their cattle tested. 
Dr. Brager say s that approx ­ 
imately 2,350 herds have now 
been tested since Feb. 1, 1948 
and only about 175 more herds 
need to be tested in the entire 
county ih order for the test to be 
a 100 percent test. 
Dr. Brager urges 
any

owner who has not had his herd 
of dairy or breeding cattle test­ 
ed since February 1, 1948 in Co­ 
lumbiana County to contact his 
local * veterinarian 
as soon as 
possible in order to bring the 
work to a close.

COLUMBUS, 
March 16—The 
^Hio Farm Efureau mdde another 
move this week in. its efforts to 
c# eck skidding farm prices. As a 
?&ecific step, the farm organiza­ 
tion jwill hike the capacity of its 
'(¿dhimbus grain terminal to three 
fjpft one-quarter million bushels. 
Announcement was made by 
fe w W. Sims, general manager, 
f%im Bureau Cooperative Asso- 
o^tton, following a long discus- 
.dfetfc by the organization’s board 
4. t directors on means of halting 
the downward trend 
in farm 
prices. 
Mr. Sims said construction'will 
begin immediately , in order to be 
ready in time to handle the%Ohio 
July wheat crop. The elevator ad­ 
dition, set at 1,200,000 bushels, is 
the second within a y ear for the 
Columbus terminal. 
Last November, the Farm Bu­ 
reau board gave its stamp of ap­ 
proval on a 1,200,000-bushel ad­ 
dition, which will be completed 
in May . With the announced new 
construction, the Columbus ter­ 
minal will have a capacity of 
three and one-quarter million bu­ 
shels and will become the second 
largest elevator in Ohio and one 
of the largest east of Chicago. 
By easing the present grain 
storage problem in Ohio, the farm 
organization hopes that this might 
have a stabilizing effect on grain 
prices.* Last y ear, Ohio farmers 
lost up to 35 cents a bushel on 
grain because storage facilities 
were inadequate. 
Construction work on, the ele­ 
vator is being done by the Ste­ 
wart Corporation, Chicago. Value 
of the Columbus grain terminal, 
when completed, is estimated at 
$2,000,000.

Poultrymen Urged 
To Vaccinate Chicks 
COLUMBUS, March 16 — In 
communities 
where 
Newcastle 
disease among chicks has been 
reported, poultry men should vac­ 
cinate their flocks, J. A. Shawan 
of the Feed Division, Ohio Farm 
Bureau, say s. 
Vaccinations should be made 
soon after the chicks are four 
weeks old, Shawan stated. He 
warned, however, that vaccina­ 
tion should not be made if any 
other disease in the flocks is 
present. 


Census To Indicate 


Farm Mechanization 


The 1950 Census of Agriculture, 
to be taken in the county in April 
will indicate the changes in the 
mechanization of farms. Farmers 
will also be asked about the num­ 
ber and kind of poultry on their 
farms. 
Poultry and eggs sold and poul­ 
try raised on farms will be re­ 
ported for the calendar y ear of 
1949. 
Every decade since 1840 and 
every five y ears since 1920, the 
Bureau of the Census has col­ 
lected information abbut farms 
and farm production. More than 
3.4 million farms reported poul­ 
try or poultry products sold in 
1944 totaling more than $ 1.5 bil­ 
lion according to the 1945 census. 
In 1945, there 
were 
274,504 
poultry farms having sales 
of 
poultry and poultry products in 
1944 ex ceeding $ 770 million, or 
an average of $ 2,807 per farm. 
Farmers 
raised

million 
chickens in 1944 which had a 


Chicken eggs produced on farms 
in 1944 amounted 
to 
3,370,577 
dozen. 
The report for the 1920 census 
shows that the number of horses 
and mules including 
colts 
on 
farms in the United States ex ­ 
ceeded 25 million. By 1945, the 
number of horses and mules in­ 
cluding colts on farms had de­ 
clined to less than 12 million. 
During this same period, trac­ 
tors. on 
farms increased from 
246,000 in 1920 to 2,422,000 
in 
1945. 
Motortrucks on farms in­ 
creased about 11 times to 1,490,- 
000 in 1945.

omist The result has been that 
the need for adding more produc­ 
ers has declined or disappeared. 
The larger Ohio city markets 
operate on what is known as the 
use classification or pool basis, 
McBride points out. Milk going 
into use as fresh milk and cream 
receives the highest classifica­ 
tion and commands a higher price 
than that which is used for man­ 
ufacture. 
The result is a higher average 
price for farmers selling into city 
markets than for those selling to 
manufacturing plants 
in 
the 
country . 
Some manufacturing planteare 
so located with respect to the city 
markets that a part or all of their 
receipts could be delivered to the 
city market, provided the produc- 
since|ers were qualified to meet the 
sanitary standards of the city 
Board of Health. 
Under the present supply and 
price situation, efforts are being 
made in several markets to meet 
these requirements and thus to 
qualify the manufacturing plant 
as a “pool” plant in the city mar­ 
kets.
